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Directions for Growing Roses 


Essentials of successful Rose culture are a well-prepared soil, a sunny location and frequent cultivation. 
Heller’s strong, own-root roses will grow and bloom if the following instructions are observed. 


PREPARE THE BEDS intended for the Roses by spading the soil deeply and mixing it with well-rotted cow 
manure in proportion of one-fourth manure to three-fourths of soil. Select a well-drained, sunny location. Grass 
sod and the soil underlying it is preferable to any other. If upon arrival of the Roses, the weather is not suit- 
able for immediate planting, unpack them and cover the roots with soil in a protected situation. In good planting 
weather set the bushes ten to eighteen inches apart, about as deep as they have been growing. Shade them 
with paper for about a week. Be careful that no fresh manure comes in direct contact with the roots. Water 
the plants well immediately after planting and as often as dry weather makes it necessary. Never let the ground 
dry out or bake, but water and cultivate freely. Mulching the surface of the soil around the plants will help 
retain the moisture, besides strengthening the growth. 


CUT YOUR ROSES FREELY. This is the only way to insure long and continuous blooming. Pick the 
flowers with long stems, but always leave three or four eyes below the cut. Where there is no occasion to cut 
all the flowers, remove all faded ones regularly, cutting to a joint at least two eyes below the flowers. 


PROTECT YOUR ROSES during winter. By about middle of November all shoots and tender climbers 
should be carefully bent down and buried in manure. Deposit some at the base of each plant and hill up grad- 
ually in conical shape. Increase the covering until frost appears, when final protection should be given in form 
of straw or other litter. Do not cover too soon nor with wet or soggy material. In the spring. but not before 
April lst, the covering may be removed gradually. Do not uncover entirely before the last of April. 


CARNATIONS AND CHRYSANTHEMUMS may be treated according to above directions. For house cul- 
ture take them up in the fall, plant in pots and place in a sunny window in a cool room where the temperature 
ranges from 50 to 60 degrees. Carnations will bloom the entire winter, Chrysanthemums until late in November. 

CLEMATIS require the ordinary care due to all plants. Plant them in fairly good soil in a position where 
they get a chance to climb. A’though they are perfectly hardy, a slight mulching at the base of the plants 
during the winter will be beneficial.
